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FOOT-BALL 


OR the third consecutive year the goal line of a Central foot-ball team 
F remained uncrossed by a member of the Washington High School 
Athletic League. In the words of Captain King: ‘We had one of 

the best foot-ball teams, if not the best team, that Central ever had.” 

This was indeed a wonderful year for Central. It is hard to determine 
to whom the most credit is due for the success of the team. The spirit of 
the boys and girls in the cheering stands was quite equal to the spirit of the 
team. The spirit of the men who coached the team was a potent factor in 
its success. But the men who were on the squad, the men who, day by day, 
stuck faithfully and gamely to their task, these men deserve the greatest praise 
that their schoolmates can bestow upon them. Although many of these men 
did not get their chance to play in the championship series this year, they 
will form the nucleus of powerful teams in the future. 

One word about the captain. An enumeration of all of the accomplish- 
ments of this brilliant athlete will not be attempted for lack of space, but the 
words of one of the men on the team will show the real worth of Captain 
King. This man said: ‘The success of the foot-ball team of 1912 was due 
to the wonderful playing of our captain.” Such a tribute needs no further 
comment. 

King was ably assisted in the backfield by Oberlin, Reeves and Fowler. 
Fowler, at quarterback, was an excellent field general and his good judgment 
never failed. Howard was a capable understudy in this position. Oberlin 
and Reeves, playing the halfback positions, gained ground consistently and 
were speedy tacklers. Cox and Mess, when called upon, filled these positions 
excellently. 

The men who constituted the line were unequalled by any other high 
school eleven.

They 
displayed great defensive strength and aggressiveness. These men playing on 
a good all-round football team gained a record that will be hard to duplicate.

Manager Norman C. Brown and Assistant Manager M. Duvall formed 
an efficient managerial staff.

The enviable record which Central has made in this most important 
branch of sport has made it known to followers of athletics all over the United 
States. The local high school track championship has been won by the 
Blue and White teams every year since the advent of track athletics into high 
school sports. For seventeen years Central teams have defeated the other 
Washington high schools in the annual inter-high school track meet. 

The 1912 season was a splendid success for the Central Track Team 
and with Mr. Foley at the helm, the School is confident of maintaining their 
supremacy in track at this year’s spring meet. 

The candidates were called early for fall training. Much was accomplished 
during the early months in the way of developing novices, Mr. Foley bringing 
out many good points in the green men. Gradually the squad rounded into 
form and at the John Hopkins, George Washington and Georgetown indoor 
meets, Central men were prominent contenders for scholastic honors. None 
of these meets were won, no first places were secured, but much experience 
was gained by the men and our confidence in the team and Mr. Foley remained 
unshaken. 

In the Johns Hopkins meet, Central failed to score. Brody showed good 
form in the 440-yard dash, getting fourth place against a large field. Galloway 
ran a good race in the mile. The men whom Mr. Foley took over to Balti- 
more for this meet were: Scott, Domer, Galloway, Oyster, Agnew, Brody, 
Sydenham, Fowler, Marr and S. P. Hollingsworth. 


In the George Washington Meet, Galloway captured third place in the 
1,000-yard run. Sydenham ran fourth in the 50-yard dash, the time of 
which was very fast. The next week, in the Georgetown Meet, Brody ran 
third in the 440-yard dash. Our distance and middle-distance men were 
pitted against such men as ‘Ted’?

year and again the School is proud of them, as she has always been 
of the boys who wear the blue uniform. 

The year just passed has set another record to which Central's battalions 
of future years may aspire. No one who watched the Cadets as they swung 
up Pennsylvania Avenue in the Inaugural Parade of March 4th can forget 
the unbroken wave of applause that swept along with them throughout that 
memorable tramp commencing at the Capitol and stretching far out to Wash- 
ington Circle.

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NEW CENTRAL HIGH SCHOOL 
Wi HAVE a new Central High School; that is, the District appro- 


priation bill containing an item providing for a new Central building 

passed the House and Senate Conference on March 3, and was 
signed on March 4 by President Taft as the last important official act of his 
administration. 

The passing of this bill was not the result of happy accident. Much 
work was necessary in the way of convincing busy and doubtful legislators 
that such a need existed and was immediate. Central takes off her hat to 
each and every alumnus—and they were legion—who so cheerfully, not to 
say eagerly, helped in this work. All honor to those who, having themselves 
profited by Central’s influence, preserve her spirit alive in them and do what 
they can to pass it on to others. 

Equal credit is due to those who, without either personal or sentimental 
interest in the school, helped to further her cause, because they saw what 
she means, has meant, and will mean to thousands upon thousands. Chief 
among these were Postmaster General Burleson, then Chairman of the 
District Appropriations Sub-committee; Colonel Judson, Engineer Commis- 
sioner of the District, and Senator Gallinger, Chairman of the Senate District 
Committee. Central thanks them from her heart. 

The new school is to embody the latest and highest ideals of what a 
school ought to be architecturally and educationally. It is to be a so-called 
combination High School or one which is equipped for business and manual 
training as well as for the academic courses. This involves such features as 
a machine shop, shops for woodworking, woodturning, molding, forging, a 
sewing room, kitchen, laundry for domestic work, and even practice class 
rooms for grade and kindergarten teaching. Its athletic facilities will be 
perfect. It will have a stadium capable of seating five thousand people, an 
athletic field, gymnasium, tennis courts, swimming pool and armory. _ Its 
laboratories will be extensive and complete, a biological greenhouse being not 
the least attractive among them. There will be an auditorium which will 
seat two thousand, a library, a lunch room, rest rooms and a trophy room. 
A complete telephone system and an automatic clock system complete the 
tale of modern features. 
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The plan as outlined by Mr. Wm. B. Ittner, the St. Louis expert on 
school architecture, is most attractive. The most commanding portion of the 
lot, which has a 10 per cent grade, will be occupied by the building. Behind 
this stretches a broad terrace overlooking the athletic field which is on a lower 
level with the swimming pool, the armory, and the gymnasium opening 
directly upon it. The building itself is in the shape of a square with two 
central courts which serve to light the interior. The auditorium lies between 
the courts and the class rooms and the laboratories are placed around the 
perimeter of the building where the light is best. There are eight stairways 
arranged in double flights at the intersection of the main and secondary 
corridors, thus providing for rapid circulation. Behind the building extend 
the wings housing the shops and gymnasium, the roofs of which form natural 
galleries from which to view the games in the stadium. 

The above account is taken almost literally from Mr. Ittner’s description 
before the Congresssional Commitee. He then stated that he had planned the 
building to accommodate 2,500 pupils. He estimates the cost of the structure 
itself at $912,000, of the stadium at $104,500, and of the fixed equipment 
at $146,600. 

The building can be finished at the earliest in two and one-half years 
from its inception. The plans which were put under way in January, require 
six months for completion. The contract could not well be let before July. 
Then, if all goes well, the actual building should be complete by July, 1915. 
Allowing four months for the installation of the furnishings, it is thus within 
the bounds of possibility that the present first-year class should have the honor 
of graduating from the new Central High.

Only one other bill was signed by President Taft 
after he approved the District Bill, so that this pen is the one used by him in the last 
but one of his official acts.

arranged a debate with the Baltimore City College. On the night of 

March twentieth, for the twelfth consecutive time Central’s debating 
team won a well-earned victory. The debate was hard-fought and inter- 
esting, but the decision was decisive. Both teams gave a splendid exhibition 
of debating. 


The question was: “Resolved, That the Wisconsin System of Direct 
Primaries for the nomination of Presidential Candidates should be substituted 
for the present system of Conventions.” 


Defending the affirmative, Central opened the debate with Mr. Hoover 
as the first speaker. He proved that the primary was the natural development 
of American progress by showing how the tendency toward Democracy in 
this country has and is still rapidly approaching a stage where the will of the 
people can be respected absolutely and directly. He was followed by Mr. 
Hanline of the Baltimore school, who anticipated an attack on the convention 
system and defended that system as efficient in its workings. Mr. Yates then 
resumed the argument for Central by a direct attack on the convention. He 
pointed out the fundamental evils in the present system and the features of the 
Wisconsin system which remedied these evils. He was followed by Mr. 
Weech, who attacked the primary system as inefficient and inferior to the 
convention. Mr. Pratt closed Central’s main argument by showing that the 
primary was a practicable and efficient remedy for the evils of the convention 
system. Mr. Gichner concluded the main argument for the negative by 
attacking the primary on the ground of its being contrary to the principle of 
representative government. At the close of his main speech he proceeded 
with his rebuttal. The debate was closed by Mr. Hoover, speaking in rebuttal 
for Central.

Lear,” “Winter's Tale,” “Macbeth,” “King John,” “‘Julius Caesar,” 
“Henry V,” and “The Taming of the Shrew.” 


Miss Steerman is to be congratulated upon the excellent manner in 
which she took the part of ‘‘Chorus’” and we extend our appreciation to 
Miss Elizabeth Cullen who gave the address to the players. 


It is felt that after such an exhibition the pupils will take an added interest 
in the study of Shakespeare.
